Eno, who is acting as adviser to 
French police authorities on improve­ 
ments in the traffic system, told inter­ 
national News today that 36 years of 
traffic study had convinced bim that 
the weaker sex was the more careful. 
Eno, whose home is at Washington, 
is credited 
with modernizing traffic 
in 
numerous cities throughout 
the 
world, from New York to Tokyo. He 
divides his work into two parts, first I 
devising new arrangements, and se.- J 
emily suggesting to one city what has 
been tried out successfully iii another. 
He brought rotary traffic to France 
after it proved satisfactory where first 
experimented upon, at Columbus Fir 
cie in New York. 
His greatest sue 
cess was in Italy, however, and bis 
easiest. Benito Mussolini looked over 
ids recommendations and with a die 
tutor’s sweeping gesture ordered them 
put into effect throughout his country. 
Traffic regulations are well toward 
standardization throughout the world. 
Eno pointed out, recalling that it was 
only in 1903 that the first set of traffic 
regulations was put into force in New 
York City. 
The trouble with most traffic codes 
is that they are too intricate, 
Eno 
said. 
Ile declared the basic problem 
was simplification, and the host traffic 
rules were those expressed in fewest 
and clearest words. 
Noiseless traffic is Ute latest inter­ 
est of traffic authorities, Eno finds. 
Paris and London led the way, 
he 
said, in reducing the use of the motor 
horn. “For some years past,” he said, 
“both cities have 
suppressed 
motor 
horns at night, and Paris, at any time, 
night or day, on the Champs-EIysee, 
one of the main boulevards. 
“Lately Italy also decided to follow 
the example of Paris and London and 
stop motor horns at night, 
Italian 
municipalities were authorized to for 
Hic! sound signals at 
night. 
Rome 
started first, then Milan, Naples and 
other 
cities 
followed. 
Authorities 
found tliis so satisfactory that it was 
decreed that no motor horns wen to 
be used, day or night, within a cer 
lain number of miles of cities. 
“T h i s is a regulation which could 
well 
be 
duplicated 
in 
Hie 
Unit'd 
St ates.” 
Eno’s established a foundation for 
regulation at, 
Yale. 
Traffic 
authorities I rom Britain, Japan, Bu 
mania and Belgium visited tit'- foun 
elation, and in 1930 its creator w.nt to 
confer with the police department of 
Berlin where lie discovered practic­ 
ally all the recommendations he had 
sent over were in « ft c t . 
Eno is in effect a “traffic doctor" 
called in to cure “sick streets.”
